LESSONS IN GEOGRAPHY FOR CHILDREN. 


NO. IlI.—VERMONT OR THE GREEN STATE. 


Vermont is remarkable for the tallness and greenness of 
iis mountains, the bravery and verdancy of its inhabitants, 
and for its innumerable flocks of sheep. 

Face of the Country.—The face of the country, where not 
level or undulating, is elevated or mountainous. 

Vountains.—The Green Mountains whieh traverse this 
State, take their name from the universal verdancy which 
surrounds them. ‘The most singular fact relating to them, 
is, that they run to the South. They have, however, never 
been able to get out of the State—probably owing to their 
being ina chain. This fact presents a subject for the abo- 
litionists to reason upon. 

Lakes.—There is a long lake on the western borders of 
this State, which is so narrow at the lower extremity, that 
you might throw a stone across it. It is noted, only, for 
having been the scene of a naval conflict in which the Yan- 
kees flogged the British. Besides this, there is a lake here, 
called Gog and Magog, or something of that kind; and there 
was another, but one day it took the liberty to disappear. 
_Quarries.—There are several quarries in Vermont, some 
of them yielding black and blue marble, and others, “ Magog 
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oil stone.” When Joun Donkey visited these quarries, 
several years since, he saw several saws at work. 

Popu/ation.— Nowhere does the population advance with 
greater fapidity than in Vermont, but this tends little to the 
promotipn of the growth of the State, as the Vermonters in 
their ofward march, pay no regard to boundary lines 

Personal Appearance of the Inkhabitants.—The children of 
this State are all big when they are little; the men are all 
tall, spare, lantern-jawed, slab-sided, sharp-teatured and 
round-shouldered ; but on the contrary the females are usu- 
ally middle-sized, well-formed, bright-eyed, rosy-cheeked, 
chubby-faced, plump and good-looking. f 

Language.—The vernacular of the Vermonters is Yan- 
kee—a specimen of which is subjoined

Chief Pursuit.—The chief pursuit of the inhabitants of 
this State is Agriculture. ‘The farmers all plough in the 
spring, mow in the summer, pick up apples in the fall, sled 
wood in the winter, and pay the necessary attention to their 
sheep at all seasons of the year ; and when they have nothing 
better to do, they whittle, as they have a right to do. 

Girls.—The farmers’ daughters are exceedingly smart, 
They can spin and card wool, sew and mend, knit and darn 
stockings, weed the gardens, milk the cows, churn, make 
butter, cheese, pie, cake, bread, and apple sauce, and do lots 
of other things. 

E-xports.—The chief exports of this State are wool, horses, 
pig iron, slabs, beans, and hoop-poles. 

Towns.—The towns of Vermont rank in importance, not 
according to the number of men, women and children, but 
according to the number of sheep they contain. Regarded 
in this way, there ure many important towns in this state— 
many that are decidedly sheepish ; but according to the usual 
standard of judging, Vermont has no large towns. 

Morality.—There is a great deal of morality in Vermont 
—the people, in general, are not badly behaved by a jugtfull. 

Politics.—The politics of the Vermonters is Whiggery, 
and no mistake, with a strong tincture of Abolitionism. 

Amusements.—The principal amusements here are skat 
ing, sleigh-riding, whortleberrying, and * setting up.” ‘This 
latter, when indulged in too much by young ladies, induces 
their mgthers to give them a “ setting down.” 

Holidays.—TVhe holler days are Independence, traimug 
and election days. On these occasions, more hollerimy ts 
done than during all the rest of the year. 

Musice.—The Vermont girls can sing a little at chureh, 
but the music they are the most expert in, is the music of a 
frying-pan.
